(1896), the proposition, "Shall there be a convention
to revise the state constitution," shall be submitted to
the elect^- -, of the state of Minnesota for their decision.

SEC. - Each of the legal voters of said state may, Forme
at said election, vote by baUotforor against said prop-
osition and such election shall he conducted and the
returns thereof made, canvassed and certified in the
manner provided by law for general elections. The
form of the ballot to be used at such election shall be
substantially as follows:

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The elector shall designate his vote by a cross mark
opposite the word "Yes" or "Xo," as the case may lie,
in the small space or square provided therefor. If it
shall appear from such canvass that a majority of the
voters voting at said election have voted in favor
of the same, it shall be the duty of the legislature, at
its session next succeeding such election, to provide by
proper enactment for calling such convention and for
conducting the same.

SEC. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from
and after its passage.
